most faithful follower. 
deputy fuehrer and head of the 
Nazi Party secretariat. 


His Hero 


It was Borman who arranged 
for his hero and Eva Braun to 
be married in the bunker deep 
below the garden of the Reich 
chancellery. 

When Hitler made up his mind 
to kill himself and to have Eva 
take her life, too, it was Borman 
who received the will and the 
final orders. 


Borman was faithful. He burned 
the bodies as directed, while the 
Russian artillery thundered and 
the city of Berlin fell into blazing 
ruins. Borman then led those 
who survived out of the bunker 
and into the street. There they 
separated. Borman was seen to 
halt a Nazi tank and enter it. 
At almost that moment a shell 
struck the tank. Borman, wound- 
ed, crawled out. There his story 
ends. He almost certainly was 
killed there or minutes later. No 
reliable report of him has been 
had since that time. 


But this Nazi, in whom ail the 
worst elements of that ugly and 
evil philosophy were incorporated, 
and who had reveled and lusted 
in use of his power, had a son. 
He was Martin Borman Jr. He 
had been a member of the Hitler 
Youth. 

In the chaos that followed the 
end of the war, with all roads 
filled with refugees and each city 
crowded with the homeless and 
broken, the boy started trying to 
reach Austria, where he believed 
some of his family to be. 


At a Farmhouse 


The story tells us that in the 


mountains, hungry and exhausted, 
he asked for help at a farm- 
house. The farmer and his wife, 
Herr and Frau Klaus Hohenwar- 
ter, took him in. He stayed on 
as a farm hand. Late in 1945 
the Allied authorities took him 
to Berlin for questioning about 
his father. There were rumors 
he had somehow escaped and was 
alive.

In a forthright front-page editorial 
calling for a complete “washing of dirty 
linen,” the Baxley News-Banner yester- 
day reaffirmed its earlier stand that ne- 
gotiated highway contracts with counties 
and cities should be abolished. It is re- 
printed elsewhere on this page today. 

The Baxley paper, published by Al- 
bert Jenkins, took such a stand as early 
as last August at about the time The Con- 
stitution was pointing out the inherent 
evils of this method of road building. It 
brought about a theatrically called meet- 
ing of all county commissioners to the 
state capitol by Gov. Griffin to defend it. 

And now these abuses are being re- 
vealed for what they are in the stories 
from Baxley. 

“ _. As long as the practice of letting 
negotiated contracts is continued, there 
will be cities and counties throughout 
Georgia handling them like they have 
been handled in Baxley and Appling 
County—that is, in utter violation of the 
law,” the editorial states. 

The Baxley paper says further that 
only one thing is necessary to correct this 
evil and that is for “the Legislature to re- 
quire competitive bidding on any street 
or road work done by private contrac- 
tors.” 

Why can't the State Highway Depart- 
ment itself handle the work? Why per- 
mit counties and cities to sublet contracts 
to private contractors in direct violation of 
state law as The Constitution definitely 
established months ago? 

We commend the Baxley News-Ban- 
ner for its stand and agree with its views 
wholeheartedly. Let the current investi- 
gation finally and fully expose the evils 
of methods which are used to buy polit- 
ical support of local officials at the ex- 
pense of taxpayers.

Marriage Mills Slowed 
But They Aren't Halted 


The bill to curb quickie marriages, 
which Gov. Griffin has signed, could 
have been one of the most constructive 
measures passed during the last session of 
the General Assembly. 

It prohibits issuance of marriage }'- 
censes between 6 pm. and 8 am., thus 
eliminating a sizable portion of patronage 
the marriage mills reap from drunken 
revelers. 

The new law also requires a three- 
day waiting period for license applicants 
in instances where either party is under 
21 years of age. But by refusing to make 
a similar waiting period mandatory for 
everyone, regardless of age, the Legisia- 
ture left a loophole that will enable mar- 
riage mill operators to continue to ply 
their trade. They are slowed down but 
far from halted. 

The next Legislature would do well to 
remove Georgia entirely from the Gretna 
Green status instead of settling for « 
compromise in order to appease greedy 
profiteers from the quickie marriage 
‘racket.

Insurance Quiz Unveils 
More Startling Facts 


The legislative committee investigat- 
ing Georgia insurance rates continues to 
extract some rather startling informa- 
tion concerning recent increases and the 
questionable tactics of Commissioner 
Zack Cravey. x 

During the course of Wednesday's ses- 
sion Sen. William Trotter stated that in- 
surance companies changed their method 
of figuring rates when they asked for 
recent hikes. 

Commissioner Cravey, who approved 
the increases after little or no examina- 
tion, said the method used “was pre- 
sumed to be the same thing, but it was 
arrived at in a different way.” The com- 
missioner seems to be doing a lot of 
presuming of late but fails to come up 
with concrete facts. 

Another surprising disclosure was the 
one made by Asst. Atty. Gen. Doug King, 
attorney for the state insurance depart- 
ment. He said the Georgia law does not 
spell out a formula for raising or lower- 
ing rates. Small wonder, then, there is 
so much controversy as to whether or not 
the hikes are justified. Surely this inade- 
quacy in legal provisions is a matter 
which the legislative committee con- 
cerned with insurance law _ revisions 
should explore to the fullest. 

Wednesday's session also served a use- 
ful purpose in focusing upon package 
deals under which automobiles have been 
sold on time payments and purchasers 
overcharged on their insurance. James W. 
Stephens, manager of the Better Business 
Bureau of Atlanta, said Cravey’s office 
never has answered all his questions 
about the matter. 

Meanwhile, Cravey has sent Georgia 
justices of the peace the full text of his 
address to the committee in which he 
defended his action in granting the rate 
boosts. Obviously, the commissioner is 
attempting to recapture ground he has 
lost with state politicians. 

Taking his case to political leaders 
seems somewhat inconsistent with his 
frequent wails that Rep. Twitty's probe 
is “politically motivated.” 


Statewide TV Network 
Could Assist Education 


The State Board of Education has 
moved in the right direction in sauthor- 
izing an engineering study looking toward 
formation of a statewide television net- 
work. The plan, which contemplates use 
of both UHF and VHF frequencies, might 
contribute eventually to a solution of 
some of our most pressing school prob- 
lems. 

Still in the experimental stage, use of 
television as an aide to education offers 
much promise. Results thus far have ex- 
ceeded expectations. It offers an oppor- 
tunity to relieve the teacher shortage and 
to bring better-qualified teachers in criti- 
cal fields into the classroom. 

Other electronic devices such as tape 
recorders, radio and movies are also being 
used effectively. 

These developments may make {it pos- 
sible to make up some of the most criti- 
cal deficiencies in our ever-growing edu- 
cational demands. The experiment now 
going on in Atlanta, financed largely by 
the Ford Foundation's Fund for the Ad- 
vancement of Education, should demon- 
strate clearly whatever value the move- 
ment may have.

High school students in different states have “un- 
even opportunities” to learn, Dr. Lyman Ginger, presi- 
dent of the National Education Assn., told a GEA audi-

Lack of unified standards of 
education in the United States 
has caused this, he declared.

His sharp re Dr. Ginger 
marks were made in an address 
to teachers and administrators 
at the First General Meeting of 
the Georgia Education Assn. in 
the municipal auditorium. 
WIDE DISPARITY 

Discussing “some of the out- 
growth of our failure to have a 
system of education,”’ Dr. Ginger 
pointed out that: 


In one state the adult popula- 
tion may have an educational 
level of the twelfth grade, while 
in another it may be at the 
seventh grade; ' 


In one state 3.9 per cent of the 
population has failed to finish the 
fifth grade, while the perecentage 
is 28 in another state: 

Percentage of residents com- 
pleting high school varies from 
4 to 18. 

Percentage completing college 
varies from three to eight per 
cent; 

Military rejection of young men 
for low mental ability runs from 
two per cent to 44 per cent; 

Teachers with AB degrees or 
above vary in percentage from 
98 to 11 per cent; 

Teachers’ salaries average $5,- 
700 in one state and $2,500 in 
another; State per capita expendi- 
ture for education ranges from 
$462 to $100. 


UNIFYING IMPERATIVE 


“This series of scattered and 
distorted school systems is not 
the American ideal,” 
Dr. Ginger. Unifying education 
in the country is “one of the 
great areas of unfinished business 
with which you and I must con- 
cern ourselves,” he said. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Dr. Claude Purcell, National Ed- 


ucation Association. director for 


Georgia and superintendent emer- 
itus of the State Department of 


Education. Presiding was Zade 


Kenimer, GEA president. 
Dr. Ginger scored the “failure 
of the general public to under- 


stand public education and what it | 


is trying to do.”” He said the pub- 


lic should have this role ‘clearly 


imbedded in their minds.”

LONDON, —Twelve Amerl- 
can girls were presented to 
Queen Elizabeth II at Bucking- 
ham Palace today—and saw the 
end of a chapter of British 
history.

“T figure I've driven my own car about 150,000 miles in that 
same period,” Bill said. ‘“There’s really no secret to safe driving:

That’s been sald se much, 
everyone knows it. But there is danger in just one drink or two. 

“Keep a good mental attitude. An angry driver is a careless 
driver. That comes right back to the question of paying attention 
to your driving. Driving is a full-time job. 

“Figure out all the possible moves the other driver can make 
and be ready for them before he does them. Just assume that the 
driver coming up the side road IS going to run out in front of you, 
and if he does, you'll already know what you've got to do.”

Georgia is relatively well off 
among southern state so far as 
problems of an aging popula- 
tion are concerned 

According to figures supplied by | 
the Bureau of the Census, the 
state ranks lith of 15 southern 
states in per cent of civilian popu- 
lation 65 or over. 

The figures are based on civil- 
ian population as of July 1, 1956 
and projections from u 
data for July, 1955. 

They show that while Georgia is 


fourth in total civilian population, | 
it falls to seventh place in num- | 
bers of those 65 or over. 

This is not to say the state has 
no “elder citizen” problems. Fig- 
ures projected for July, 1956 
showed an estimated 261,000 fitted | 
into that category. 


FROM URBAN AREAS 


Many come from urban areas | 
and—in accord with a nationwide 
pattern—find they no longer have 
a place in society. 

There's no room for them to. 
live with sons or daughters. Their 
skills may be obselete; most 
jobs are barred to them simply on 
account of age. 

Employers are but slowly com- 
ing to realize that age can be an 
actual asset in successful perform- 
ance of many jobs. Older citizens 
in Georgia as well as elsewhere—_ 
often wind up penniless, friendless 
wards of the state. 

If they have put aside money 
for retirement, their funds likely 
as not are wiped out by inflation 
or expensive medical care. 


SOLUTION SOUGHT 

They may find themselves in 
mental! institutions, or substandard 
nursing homes. 

So Georgia, while relatively well 
off in the per centage of older | 
persons, has taken steps toward | 
solving the problem. It is one of | 
the few states in the South to) 
organize a gerontology society—a | 
group concerning itself exclu- | 
sively with old age problems. | 

The Georgia Gerontology So | 
clety acts as an official agency in 
this field. In 1955 it began to 
study and recommend ways of 
meeting the problems, working 
through research, forums, study 
groups, meetings and publica- 
tions. 

Problems of older citizens also 
ere handied by agencies of the 
state and federal government 


here. 


The state by no means has the 
most comprehensive program in 
the South, however. North Caro 
lina, for example, created a 
“Governor's Coordinating Com- 
mittee on Aging’ in 1954. This 
agency reviews current activities 
within the state to meet problems 
of older people. It evaluates grow- 
ing or unmet needs and formu- 
lates plans as how best to meet 
them. 

The committee consists of 15 
members appointed by the gov- 
ernor, and includes representa- 
tives of appropriate state agen-

In the first category, Georgia 
ranked fifth among Southern 
states. In the second—average
